Hi Mike, 


The 32V is certainly not to old for the Collins reflector! There is a large 


resource of help on that reflector some of which are also on the BA reflector. 
But some people may be there that have been Collins employees or are only 
interested in Collins. 


As far as the dial glass, you can cut your own (or have it cut). The glass is 
thinner than typical window glass. I find that glass out of the cheap picture 
frames sold at discount type stores is closer in thickness. Fresh glass is the 
easiest to work with. The glass in the 32V's are all rectangular so are easy 
to cut. 


A word of warning (unless its to late). DON'T allow water to migrate between 
the slide rule dial glass and the white metal backing! The lettering is water 
soluble and even a little water will wick into the area and destroy the 
numbering! If you do let this happen, you will have to get a dial made ona 
computer scanner or the like. This is not the end of the world, but protecting 
a good original is best. 


The round ke dial is reproduced occasionally and again the Collins reflector is 
a good starting point. To save a good original, be very careful about 
cleaning as some lettering (like the red on an R388 sometimes will bleed off 
the dial when wet. Another precaution is to make sure the correct bulb is used 
behind the ke dial to prevent burning the dial from to much heat! (whoops .. 
sorry. I'm thinking of the receivers. The xmitters are lit differently) 


Another thought is that the resistors accessed from the rear of the 32V often 
change tolerance and render confusing meter readings. 


Good luck with your new old 32V-2. They are a wonderful AM transmitter.

Congratulations on the 32V2. It is a heavy workhorse but should give you 
plenty of enjoyment on AM. 


The replacement slide rule dials are available from Bess Electronics 
888-478-0530. The circular dial can be replaced and suggest you contact 
Butch Schartau, KOBS, at 507-282-2141. The slide rule glass can be cut from 
ordinary window glass. Try Binswagner. Bess also have the #328 indicator 
lamp bulbs for the slide rule dial. 


There are some weak links in the 32V circuit. LV power transformer can be a 
fatal problem. Peter Dahl if the simpliest but costliest solution. Be sure 
to check the power cord and replace if frayed. 

As has been stated many times on this group, the use of a Variac to bring 
up the rig is not always a good idea because one also brings up the 
filament voltages at the same time. I've never used one to bring up a rig 
and out of probably a hundred rigs, I've never had a problem. There's 
always a first time however. 


There are some leak-prone caps in the audio circuits that may cause you 
some problems but you won't know until you get that far into the initial 
test. They are simple to fix and, yes, silver micas DO go bad! 


There is generally an answer to your problem either on this fine Reflector 
or others.

Trouble with distortion in Howard 440 audio stage: 


I think you have already done this, but here is a list of things 
to check: 


0) There is a vanadium (spelling ?) bias cell in your first audio stage. 
Don't check with ordinary VOM. Use high impedance voltmeter. I don't 
know how much voltage these put out. Probably about 1+ volts. 

Replace with AA cell if bad. Also check for leakage in condensers 

in this circuit. 


1) DC blocking cap between 1st audio and audio output. These tend 
to leak. Check with a VTVM or high impedance voltmeter, if you 
have a positive grid voltage, you have leakage. 


2) Caps connected to plate of audio output tube. Both 50pf and 
.006 going from plate to screen. Check for leakage. 


3) Caps in plate circuit of 607 first AF. Check for leakage. .0003 
to ground and caps in tone control circuit. 


4) Measure voltage across audio output tube cathode resistor. Using 
ohms law determine how much currant flowing through 6V6 


In earlier posting it was noted that the schematic diagram does not 
match set entirely. Hallicrafters was famous for this. Van Cleef 
has noted this several times. Howard appears to have followed 
Hallicrafters lead in this.

More than semi-useful, Dave. Thanks for the citation, Dave. I was able to 
turn immediately to my September 1946 QST and read that as part of the 
post-war "Get-Acquainted Party" one was to include one's sine immediately 
after the signal report. In a footnote the sine is defined as being: 


"Fraternal in amateur work and the mark of a real, experienced operator as 
well... In commercial work operators are often assigned personal 
identifications to use in putting handling data on messages..." 


So we have a bit more knowledge thanks to Dave's reply but the question is 
still open as to how to use sines in every-day work, outside of events like 
the Get-Acquainted Party.

Hi, Dick (and the list)! 


Considering there's a sine in my .sig, it behooves me to answer this'n. 
I can't speak for the landline ops (hoping one of our resident key 
collector/experts will speak up!) but in radio work, a sine is generally 
used *instead* of one's name, and that's how I use ‘em. "RJ" is a sight 
easier to send than "Bobbi," and less likely to be misread by an op who's 
copying by expectation. (Having copied "Don" for "Doug," etc. more than 
once, I can't complain too much!) 

In practice, this works out well. For most Morse comms, xfirst* you 
need to know what station you've got, xthenx who's at the key. Amateur 
radio being what it is, we're often more interested in "how well" and 
"where" than "who," and thus you get the usual RST/QTH/name pattern in the 
first full exchange of a QSO. 


...10 hazard a guess, the landline folks were known to use two or three 
letter "call signs" for locations (often derived from the name of the 
location) and being unusually adept at data compression, applied the same 
practice to names. 

Some numbers on the actual *informationx xthroughput* of landline ops 
at their best would be interesting--between Phillips Code, numbered 
abbreviations, the usual shortcuts and "sines," it was probably pretty 
staggering! Even in radio, most of the common CW slang can be copied 
ideographically[*] and speeds things up appreciably--I love words, the 
bigger the better, but even I shed a lot vocabulary at the key; "TU FB QSO 
VY GUD 73 73 es HPE CU AGN" carries much the same meaning as "Really 
enjoyed our conversation greatly and looking forward to encountering you 
once more on the bands" in a third the time! 


*xDon't know if that's clear, especially to the really fast ops around here 
who copy *xeveryx word whole; shamblers such as I are still pickin' out 
many words letter by letter but have the common groups (GG for going, WID 
for with and so on) pretty much down to one symbolic word in the manner of 
Chinese picture-writing.

Incidentally, I copied the first casualty message from the President 

for the state of Mississippi. I was copying a stack of traffic and 

day dreaming about my girlfriend when something kept nudging me 

and I realized it was the familiar, "The President of the United States 
regrets to inform you..... etc." It was a Sgt. Price from McComb 

to the best of those fading memories.....

>The 32V is certainly not to old for the Collins reflector! There is a large 
>resource of help on that reflector some of which are also on the BA reflector. 
>But some people may be there that have been Collins employees or are only 
>interested in Collins. 

> 

>As far as the dial glass, you can cut your own (or have it cut). The glass is 
>thinner than typical window glass. I find that glass out of the cheap picture 
>frames sold at discount type stores is closer in thickness. Fresh glass 

>is the 

>easiest to work with. The glass in the 32V's are all rectangular so are easy 
>to cut. 

> 

>A word of warning (unless its to late). DON'T allow water to migrate between 
>the slide rule dial glass and the white metal backing! The lettering is water 
>soluble and even a little water will wick into the area and destroy the 
>numbering! If you do let this happen, you will have to get a dial made ona 
>computer scanner or the like. This is not the end of the world, but 
>protecting 

>a good original is best.

>The round ke dial is reproduced occasionally and again the Collins 

>reflector is 

>a good starting point. To save a good original, be very careful about 
>cleaning as some lettering (like the red on an R388 sometimes will bleed off 
>the dial when wet. Another precaution is to make sure the correct bulb is

>behind the kc dial to prevent burning the dial from to much heat! (whoops ..
